Mr. Clark saw Uncle Turn whipped near 
to death by the elder Kennedy, ' The 
original Uncle Tom was a colored man 
by the name of Sam Pete.

address is Dawn 
Township, Canada 


(Dresden P. O.); he is very aged. 
The 


character of Eva was drawn from two or ' 
three little Southern girl; one of these 
is now dead, and with another Mr. Clark 
dined four years ago at her home in 
Stanford, Ky. 
Colwell Campbell, who 


must largely furnished the character of 
St. Clair, died last year in Madison 
county, Ky. 
Mr. Clark showed me a 


linen wheel at which he worked ten 
years, acquiring the reputation of being 
the best laborer in the country. 
He 


also operated the machine invented by 
him, as described in Mrs. Stowc's work. 
He further showed me a sleeve, of which 
the material was carded by his sister, 
spun by Ins mother, and woven by his 
father, and which was worn by his sister 
on the auction block. 
Afterward she 


sent this to him to tell him where she, 
was, 
as it was impossible to send a letter. 


This incident and several others related 
to me (such as Eliza's throwing her 
scarf in the river to lead her pursuers to 
believe she had perished), do not appear 
in "Undo Tom's Cabin." 


When Mrs. Stowe got her information 


from Mr. Clark, she did not tell him her 
purpose, and, indeed, afterward told him 
that she had no purpose at the time. Mr. 
Clark started for the North in histwciitv- 
sixth year, taking with him a body-slave, 
Isaac. The timidity of the latter, how- 
ever, caused both to return, nnd Clark 
two weeks later eonsnmated his escape 
alone, promising to return for Isaac in a 
year. This he afterward did, but Isaac 
was dead. The meeting at the tavern is 
fairly portrayed by Mrs. Stowc. 
At 


Cincinnati he disposed of his horse, and 
went to 
Porsmouth via tho steamer 


Sv ph. Here he took a canal boat for 
Cleveland, arriving at tho latter place in 
1811. 
He had been told that 
Port 


Stanley was across a big river from 
Cleveland, and wandering up and down 
the beach of tho lake for several miles, 
he thought it must be a mistake, as he 
couldn't see the Port anywhere. 
Only 


driftwood then lay where'now tho Union 
Depot and Lake View Park extend. Ho 
finally secured passage iu a sail vessel 
and arrived at the Canadian port in 
safetv.

There arc about 1-10 distinct Mother.-, 


in Guiarat, declared by the Ijraliniin.- 
to bo different forms of Siva'.s consort. 
These are really the representatives of 
ancient local deities (Crania devatas), 
worshiped by the inhabitants from time 
immemorial. I visited a small village 
near Kaira presided over by a Mother 
worshiped under the name of Khodiyar 
(Mischief), because she is supposed 
when in an amiable mood to shield from 
harm. 
Nor is she unde.scrvine; of her 


name, for she will turn 
misdiievou.-; 


when her temper is milled by negli'i;!, 
If an epidemic breaks out a'mon^ t i n 
villagers, Mother Mischief is believed t,: 
be offended, and must be appeased by 
extraordinary offerings, and perhaps by 
blood. 


Another Mother in a neighboring vil- 


lage is worshiped under the name of 
Untai. She has the special function of 
preventing or producing cough in chil- 
dren. Another, named Berai*, prevents 
cholera; another, called Maraki (popu- 
larly Marld), causes cholera; 
another, 


Hadakai, controls mad dogs and pro- 
vents hydrophobia; -another,' Asa-ptiri, 
represented by two idols, satisiies the 
hopes of wives by giying children.

offering of goat's blood to some of tlieso 
Mothers is supposed to by very effectual; 
the animals arc not always'killed. A 
story is told of a clever Hindoo doctor 
who cured a whole village of inlluen/.a 
by simply assembling the inhabitants 
and solemnly letting loose a pair of 
scape-goats into a neighboring wood in- 
fested by demons. 


Tho power of at least one well dis- 


posed Mother in Gujarat is exerted in ;> 
remarkable way for the benefit of wom- 
en after childbirth. Among a very low- 
caste set of basket-makers (called Tom- 
la) it is the usual practice of a wife to 
TO about her. work immediately after de- 
uvery, as if nothing had happened. The 
presiding Mata of the tribe is supposed 
to transfer her weakness to her hus- 
band, who takes to his bed and has to 
bo supported for several days with nour- 
ishing food.—Pro/. Monier'miliii.ms, in 
the Athe'neum.

Smiley, at 
that place, gives' the facts which wo 
spread before our readers. 
Col. Alex- 


ander and Col. Smiley were prominent 
claimants of mining lands at Silver City. 
_Some dispute arose as to a claim. 
l.ic- 


ing unable to settle it satisfactorily, the 
dispute augmented into a quarrel", and 
tho quarrel into violent threats. It was 
well known that both parties were men 
of nerve. 
Smiley had Von a reputation 


of being desperate in a personal en- 
counter. 
Alexander, though he had 


never been credited with shedding blood, 
was considered a man with whom it 
would not be safe to ti-ille. 
All efforts 


to settle tho misunderstanding failed, 
and those who wero acquainted with the 
circumstances expected that Woods lied 
would be the ultimate result. 
Several 


days ago, the day when the encounter 
took place, Smiley came to Hot Springs. 
Alexander was in the town. 
Smiley 


went to the. bank and asked of the 
Cashier: 
" Have you seen Alexander?" 
The Cashier replied that he had not 


seen him, but understood that he was in 
town. 
" I am going to kill him before -t 


o'clock," exclaimed Smiley, and, turn- 
ing, left the bank. 
After leaving tlio 


bank, he had not g_one far when he.met 
Alexander. The furious aspeet imme- 
diately assumed by each man illustrated 
the fact that violence would ensue. 
Alexander drew a large revolver, and, 
rushing upon Smiley, sti-uek him over the. 
head. " Smiley staggered back, and drew 
a French self-cocking revolver, and, with 
a rapidity almost beyond the capacity of 
enumeration, fired six shots at Alex- 
ander. 
Three shots took effect, a baU 
striking each arm and another going 
through his lungs. 
Alexander's pistol 


dropped from his hand. He attempted 
to recover it, but his right arm had been 
paralysed by the ball. 
He grasped it 


with his left hand, but the left arm hav- 
ing been also wounded, he was unable 
to c'oek the weapon. 
Smiley was upon 


him. 
With a cool, desperate presence 


of mind, Alexander kicked his pistol in- 
to .a saloon, near which the encounter 
occurred. Then entering, ho stoope.t 
and caught the muy.de of Ids pistol with 
his left hand, raised it up, and cocked it 
with his foot. Ho lifted tho. pistol from 
the door. Smiley stood outside, peep- 
ing around a door-post, with only apart 
of Ids head exposed. 
Alexander nerv- 


ously lifted the weapon, took deliberate 
aim and fired. Tlio ball plowed along 
the post behind which Smiley stood, 
half burying itself, and, striking Smiley 
in the forehead, went through his brain. 
Smiley fell dead, and Alexander, turn- 
ing, sank from loss of blood. 


A largo crowd witnessed tho encount- 


er, and the greatest of excitement pre- 
vailed. 
The wonder is that several 


men were not killed, for when Smiley 
U; ed the six shots the sikewalb was 
crowded with people. 
The weapons 


used were not parlor pistols, but the 
brand intended to kill, almost regard- 
loss of distance. 
One of the balls from 


Smilcy's pistol went through a sign- 
board and burled Itself in another. The 
mark on the door-post, made by tho 
ball which killed Smiley, is full six feet 
from the sidewalk. 
Nino men out of 


ten would have escaped, as the deadly 
missilo would have passed harmlessly 
over 


Alexander, at iast accounts, was suf- 


fering greatly, and is not expected to 
live.— l^itllu'llock (Ark.) Gazette,

Intense Cold. 


It is a problem of prime importance, 


says that New York IJerald, for meteor- 
ology to determine how and where in- 
tense cold can lie generated. 
The old 


explanation, which refers the phenome- 
non to the chilling effect of the Rocky 
Mountains, can not avail, since it is now 
well known that a current of air which 
passes over a mountain range has its 
temperature raised decidedly, and be- 
comes fohn-lite in its descent". Equally 
unavailing, apparently, is it to ascribe 
the cold waves to polar agencies and 
call them " polar waves," for, as far as 
polar research has shown, such thor- 
momctrio enormities are not peculiar to 
the. Arctic seas, and in the whole of the- 
exceptionally severe winter of 1878-79 
were unobserved by the Swedish expe- 
dition when stationed beyond the Arctic 
circle, in the very track which these 
meteors, if of polar birth, would neces- 
sarily take, in order to_ reach the United 
States. 
In all probability, as the Nor- 


denskjold expedition found, the great 
thermometrie wave of the 2!.>d was prop- 
agated .from the northeastern Siberian, 
coasts towards British America—a dis- 
tance of less than 1,500 miles. It is very 
far from incredible that a wave which 
traveled cast.U-ard from Manitoba to the 
\tlanlic in GO hours c«iild have crossed 
he narrow part of the North Pacific, 
lividing the Asiatic and American con- 
incnts. 
The observations of the .lean 


icttc, al Wrangell Land, when com- 
lined with those" .r the Vega, will un- 
loubtedly solve 
is great, problem of 


American meteorology, and enable us to 
-race tho normal lines along which the 
winter climate of the United States is 
.Icvelopcd, as also to discover the indi- 
ations of approaching cold waves for 
nirposes of weather "prediction. 
A 


series of weather observations taken 
within the polar area will bo of immense- 
value to science in solving this climatic 
mystery.

How a Clioctnw Indian I.ail Bii'i.t :iiM 


Word—He Honored Hi* i'arole and 


Appeared To Be Iluny. 


From tho Musco£CC (.Ark.) liulian Journal. 
The execution of Chester Dixon, con- 


victed of murder at tho lust term oi' the 
circuit court of the Choctaw Nation, took 
place Friday tit noou, in the presence oE 
but a small number of people. 
Chester 


Dixon, the murderer, wan n young full- 
blooded Ckoctiiw, about 17 years of ay-e 
He was subject to fits, durino- -\yhieh h< 
often lost control ot himself. 
He was 


aside from this malady, considered rathoi 
a bright boy. He was tried according h 
the. Choctaw law, by a competent jury. 
He was found guilty and sentenced to be 
shot on Sept. 10, at noon. 
He was al- 


lowed to tfit home from tho court room 
unrestraineil,|except by hisptvrole|:>f lumoi 
to be at the court house at Atoka at the 
hour appointed for Ids execution. Choc- 
taw laws provide for no appeal, else hi^ 
case would luivo been reconsidered, foi 
after his conviction he was attaetcd witl 
a lit, which proved conclusively that he 
was subject to temporary aberration, dur- 
ing which it is presumed he was iriv 
sponsible for his actions. 
His attome 


during the trial had not made, any sue 
plea, and the sentence of death liavini, 
been pronounced, itwas unalterable. On 
Thursday, Dixou came to Atoka with his 
stepfather, for the purpose of ordering 
bis coffin. 
He had his measure taken, 


and gave the orders for the disposition of 
his body without the least appearance of 
concern. Ou Friday morning about 100 
persons, most of whom wore white, gath- 
ered about the court house to witness the 
execution. Up to within half an hour of 
the appointed time Dixon had not ap- 
peared. Our reporter asked his compan- 
ion whether there was not some likelihood 
of the prisoner breaking his parole. "If 
he is alive he will be here within 10 min- 
utes, just as shure as tho sun shines." 
Hardly had the words been spokeu, when 
a murmer of "Here he comes!" was heard 
on all sides, and there rose rip u young 
fellow, slight oC build, tall and straight, 
but rather awkward in his movements.
